:ike to spend your Florida vaca- 
tion hunting doubloons and pieces 
of eight, a lawyer who never went 
on a treasure hunt himself

He is Florida's Assistant State 


Attorney General Ralph E. Odum, 
who, with Draftsman Warner San- 
tord of the state road department, 
has prepared a colorful Florida 
treasure map. 


Odum has sifted dozens of leg- 


ends, rumors and stories of treas- 
ures hidden in Florida's sands and 
wastes. Three years of research in. 
the state library, the library of 
congress the 
files 
of the 
En- 


cyclopedia Britannica have 
gone 


into his map. 


Selecting only the 
best 
docu- 


mented of the st o r i e s, Odum

Mrs. Abbie Borroto, 59. 


A Superior court jury acquitted 


him last March. Six 'weeks later 
the New Hampshire board of regis- 
tration in medicine revoked his li- 
cense on the grounds of conduct 
unbecoming members of the pro- 
fession. 


The board restored Dr. Sander's 


license last week and the 42-year- 
old physician reopened his o f f ice 
for the first time yesterday since 
his indictment. 


He made several house calls dur- 


ing the morning. Later, he went to 
his office where 12 patients await- 
ed him.. His first was a girl who 
wanted to be vaccinated. 


Dr. Sander must, however, limit 


his practice to minor ailments. 


He has yet to win reinstatement 


in the Hillsboro. county medical so- 
ciety, which dropped him following 
action by the state board. 


Until he.regains membership in 


the county group, he cannot prac- 
tice in two Manchester hospitals. 
Two other hospitals — both oper- 
ated by Catholic orders — h a v e 
dropped him "forever." 


The county society is not sched- 


uled to meet until September. 


Dr. Sander said that should any 


of his patients require hospitaliza- 
tipn, he svould refer them to an- 
other physician. 


Meanwhile, county Commission- 


er Leonello Breton said it cost the 
county $14,171.63 to try Dr. Sander 
on the charge he injected air into 
Mrs. Borroto's vein to hasten her 
death.
